DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-13,18,20,22 and 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fails to disclose the invention as claimed. In particular, 
reference to Montgomeric's 386 is the closest prior art but fail to disclose a second toxically 
acting layer arranged on a non-uppermost portion of the inside surface of the tube but not 
arranged on the uppermost portion of the inside surface, wherein the toxically acting layer 
reduces formation and growth of organic substances on the non-uppermost portion of the inside 
surface of the tube, and in conjunction with other limitation in the claims.. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
